AUCH IN STATEMENT 


U. S. Guarantee Opposed 


by Some, He Says 


COLUMBUS, 
March 3. — A 


growing sentiment for federal re- 
lief sifted into the undercurrents of 
Ohio's stream of finance today as 
efforts were continued to fit to- 
gether the state's banking jig-saw 
puzzle. 


Proposals for a federal guaran- 
>6 of bank deposits were brought 
to the fore yesterday by John 


H. McCoy, Marietta- banker and 
an Ohio official of the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation in an ad- 
dress before a mass meeting of 
Marietta business men. 


"There is no use to' kid our- 


selve^," McCoy said, "It is no 
longer local or state in scope. It 
is a -national affair,." 
' McCoy's statement drew con- 
siderable attention in the midst of 
the*'Ohio banking boiling pot as 
business men throughout the state 
weighed proposals of scrip and 
certificate systems as means of 
solving local problems in keeping 
the wheels of business and in- 
dustry revolving as near normally 
as possible while restrictions are 
held on the withdrawal of bank 
deposits 


AUCH UNCERTAIN 


David Auch, secretary of the 


Ohio Bankers' Association, ad- 
mitted to International News Ser- 
vice today the growing sentiment 
for federal guarantee of bank de- 
posits, but he pointed out that 
there is still considerable opposi- 
tion to such a plan on the ground 
that it might prove to be a dang- 
erous procedure.

federal guarantee is set up, there 


be legislation enacted at 
same time providing for the 
lation of hanks—a

vision of investments, perhaps.

While DeArmond declined to 


New Earthquake Hits Tokyo 


Region; Fear For Safety 


of Missionaries. 


TOKYO, March 3. — Another 


earthquake shook Tokyo late to- 
night as belated reports from out- 
lying sections cf the empire in- 
creased the death toll in yester- 
day's quake and tidalwave to 
almost 700. 


The death-list was heightened 


when reports from the north re- 
vealed tnat 145 were drownsd at 
Hadaka on the island of Hokkaido. 
Previous reports had indicated 
that the casualties were confined 
to Honshiu, the main island of the 
empire on which Tokyo is located. 


Efforts were being made to de- 


termine the fate of 50 American 
missionaries known to be in the 
area stricken by the disaster.

p m. when he heard a crackling 
noise in the upstairs He went out- 
side the house and saw smoke 
belching from under the roof. He 
immediately called the Williams- 
port, firemen. 


ATTIC IN FLAMES 


Upon arrival the firemen found 


the entire attic and part of the 
upstairs in flames. Since the roof 
is made up of tin over shingles 
their task of. fighting the flames 
was a difficult one. Before they 
could remove the tin to get at the 
shingles the fire had made much 
headway. 


Water was carried from wells by 
a bucket brigade and then thrown 
into the house from the fire de- 
partment's pumper.

AND WHY 


When nutritionists are planning 


low-cost diets, they always put in 
plenty of beans. Use dried beans 
or dried peas two to four times a 
week, advises the Bureau of Home 
Economics of the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture, in its "Family food 
guide to low-cost diets." 
That, of 


course, is on the assumption that 
there will be a limited supplv or 
other foods. Beans are very cheap 
and very filling—but, ruoie than 
that, they have very special values 
which may be lacking when other 
foods are out of reach. 
This is 


true of beans of all kinds, peas of 
.11 kinds—in fact, of all the le- 


es, or edible plants belonging 


the pulse family. 
Probably the most 
important 


substance m beans and peas is 
their protein. Most vegetables are 
not remarkable for their portein 
content. 
The legumes, however, 


not only have a, great deal of it, 
but have a kind more nearly like 
tne jjp-otentsi-of milk, cheese, eggs, 
lean "meat,"or* other animal foods 
than have other vegetables. If you 
•caft-not have, meat for dinner, bak- 
ed beans, for example, 
or bean 


soup, or plain boiled beans fill the 
gap rather better'than most other 
cheap dishes. 


The calcium and vitamin B. con- 


tent of the dried legumes is also 
good, and they have more fat than 
most vegetables, as well as more 
protein. It is not hard to see, then, 
why they are important when 
other, more expensive 
foods are 


out of reach. They are an energy- 
yilding, and a building food, with 
some protective value — thus are 
many sided, though not bv fnv 
means 
complete 
in 
nutritive 


value.

several nutritive values, they ha/e 
bulk, and "stick to the ribs." 


Dried beans or peas of almost 


any kind are usually cheap, but 
-just now, with an usually large 
Michigan crop this year, navy 
beans are down as low as 2 or 3 


its a pound. These white pea- 


are our biggest _bean crop, 


as a rule, and most of them are 
grown in Michigan aad;New"=York. 
But" there are also the little brown- 
ish-pink speckled Mexican variety, 
Pinto beans, grown extensively in 
Colorado and the Southwestern 
States; the Great Northern beans 
of the Northwestern States, a little 
white variety much like the navy 
bean; Lima beans, which come 
chiefly from California; and black- 
eyed peas, which take the place of 
navy beans in the South, and are 
more abundant, because they are 
the fruit of a crop grown chiefly 
for fertilizer and forage. 


Dried beans and dried peas may 


be used interchangeably in most 
receipes, though the cooking time 
varies somewhat with the differ- 
ent kinds. 
Canned, cooked beans 


are a substitute which saves both 
time and fuel. They need only to 
be heated and are also cheap. 


Beans, salt pork and onions are 


the 
usual 
combination in bean 


dishes, but this can be varied by ad- 
ding tomato sauce, and again by 
adding ground meat, as in Chilli 


carne. Then there are such ex- 


dishes as scalloped beans, 


or without tomatos, and mix- 


ture of rice and block-eyed peas 
known as Hopping John. A good 
salad, or a good sandwich may be 
made of cooked dried beans and 
shreded cabbage or carrots, with 
onion. Or cooked, mashed beans, 
seasoned with salt pork and onions, 
may be molded into cakes and 
browned in fat lihc potato cakes 


As almost equivalent to that 


ever-popular 
bean 
dish—baked 


beans—but not requiting the same 
long hours of baking, try baked 
mashed beans, using the accom-
